Sir William Vanliorno replied that it had 
been drawn upon to pay interest on largo 
bonds, but there is still $-2,000,000 cash 
available, 

Mr. MacmaBter sevnrly critioiaed this ac- 
tion, holdingthat tho deposit had been for tho 
oxprosa purpose of paying a regular 5 per 
cent, dividend upon tho ordinary stock, and 
now Ibis admitted that moat of tho $1,000,- 
000 had been used for othor purpoaoa. In 
strong terms ho attacked the system of 
financing, and said that while tbe Fresidont 
was a very good railroad man he proved a 
bad finanoier.

ABOUT BATES' WIVES. 

Tho .Miitclatriite's Court in Viincouver Inter- 
ested for Two Days— The Decision 
Ueserved. 

Vancouver, April 3.— (Special)— The 
charge of bigamy preferred against J. S. 

Hates by Annie Strutbors has been before 
Police Magistrate Jordan for two duja iu 
sucoeBsiou and judgment has been reaorved. 
The hearing opened with the evidence of 
Max Dauphin, eon of Mrs. Dauphin, of Vic- 
toria, who testified that hia mother had 
married tho accused, John Sewell Jiatea, in 
Victoria in 18S(i, and that four years after 
bis mother married lUtes witness had let- 
ters from his own father from Now Orleans. 

Martha Strutbors, daughter of Annie 
Strutbors, the plaintilf, testified that Bates 
told her in the presence of her mother that 
they had been married. 

Mra. Strutbors testified that Bates, when 
he lirat met her, aeked her to go into the 
rcataurant business with him. After long 
persuasion she consented to marry him, and 
the ooremony was performed by some Prea- 
liyterlan minister in Westminster, on 
.January 5 They lived together until 
she heard Bomothing against him. 
In cross examination &lra. Strutbors said 
that she had not signed anything at the 
marriage ; and Bates baa slnoc aaid that it 
was not a Presbyterian miniater who united 
tbcm. She did not eign tho note produced, 
previously referred to, for IJitea handed her 
a biduk piece of paper and asked her to sign 
bar old name on it, as he wanted to see how 
it used to look before he married her. She 
did 80, and he filled in the note above her 
name. He said, "Now I'll write a valen- 
tine toyoQ." 

Several witnesses were called to prove 
that Bates introdooed Mrs. Strothers as his 
wife. Another witness testified that Bates 
said he couldn't be married to Mrs. Strntb- 
era as be bad married another wonan. It 
was proved that no marriage certificate was 
procured in Vanooaver. 

Bates waa Che last witness called. Uo 
married Mrs. Dauphin in IS8(j, he aaid ; and 
afterwards found out that her husbind 
was then living in New Orleans. 
Mrs. Dauphin and ho afterwards 
sepiratod. He mot Mrs. Strutbors 
on tho 2.'irdof Docember, 1.S91. Tho second 
time ho saw her they talked about mar- 
riage ; ho told hor ho oould never marry 
another woman in this world ; he had 
trouble enough with ono in Victoria. As 
for Mro. Strutbors' story about their get- 
ting married, there was no truth in it ; ho 
bad only been in Westminster once in his 
life and that was nine years ago. 

Ho had obtained a note from hor to secure 
him from broach of promise, that note say- 
ing that there waa no promise of marriage 
botweeu them. There waa no forn) of mar- 
riagp, but the people thought) they were 
married because she ran after him so. 

Tho magistrate then took the case into 
conaideratlon.

President Van Hovue's Comment ou 
the Annual Beimrt of tUc 
Great Corporatiou, 



Special Keterence to tlio British Col 
nmbis Floods and New Steumi r 
for the Coast. 



MoKTHKiti', April 3.— The annual mootiDR 
of the Canadlaa Paoifio Railway Company 
was held here to-day. The annual report 
was adopted and tho old board nnanimcualy 
re-eleoted. The PrcBldoac in his addreea 
said : " In oubmlttinn tho annual report, I 
be(? to any that at tho tiino of our annual 
meeting two years ago there were indiaa 
tiona of aeriona buBlneaa diatuibanoea in the 
United States, but, bo far aa we oould see, 
the oauaea of tho growing troubles thoro did 
aob prevail in Cunudii boyond a tem 
porary ehrinltivgo of tho lumber trudo and of 
oar market for certain other productions of 
the country, reeulting from the doproaecd 
oonditioDH in the United Statefc, and beyond 
a shrinltagQ of aunimor travel from the 
United States due to tbo same oauao. Our 
depreaaion here in Canada aeema to have 
been due. mainly to tho exceaaively low 
prices which have prevailed during the puat 
two ysara for our farm produoia. Tliese 
low prioea have onforoed oeonomy through- 
out the oonntry and oapeclally in the Weat. 
Looal travel baa consequently been njuch re- 
duced, and since it costs as muoh to run u 
full passenger train as one half full, the loss 
has a£Feoted our profita atmoat aa much aa it 
has our gross pasaeoger earnings, and eo 
with our telegrapha, express, sleeping oar:! 
and other adjanota of the aarvioe, the cx 
penaes of which have little direct relation to 
their eamlDga. Weat-bound freight traffic, 
which QODsiata largely of general morchun- 
diae and afforda higher ratna than any other, 
haa also beeo largely reduced and an unusual 
iproportion of returnirg grain and cuttle oura 
had to go Weat empty ; and this again has 
told heavily upon our profita- A comparison 
of tbo returns from atationa on all parts of 
the syatem shows that every district has 
sufTered, tho o!il aa well as the now, and 
nearly all In a like proportion. With 1,.S8S 
reporting stations, small dcoroaaos at each 
of them make a heavy aggregate, but as 
small an iucroaee at ouch will aa quickly 
bring a dooidod turn tho other way. 

Bud timoa found tho railway and its 
e()uipment in oxooUont physical condition, 
and although the working oxpensea have 
ulwiiye been oloaoly hold dowo, It hue boon 
po8aible in thig emergency to n^ako largo 
Buvirjga without impairing tho ttlijieuey, 
and I must not fail to spi-mk of tho loyally 
and henrtinoHu w tih which every ollieiir aud 
employe of the company hia responded to 
tho demands of economy, ahowiug un inter- 
oat in tho welfare of tho company auch aa 
haa been raroly displayed anywhoro. Re- 
ferring particularly to tho report noiv be- 
fore you, I doairo to say that it haa been 
the aim ol tho directors to mako ii no full 
and explicit as to leave no room for 
mioapprehenaion. The balance sheet has 
been re-arr»nged with a viow to cloarnef.e, 
and explanatory aohedulea will be found fol- 
lowing it. It will be aeon that important 
items, the advances to the Minneapolis, Sc. 
Paul & Sault S^o Marie, and Duluth, 
South Shore & .-^tlanCio railways on intor- 
eab aooonnt, together with interest to the 
oompany'e land bonda, have been charged 
direotly againat the revenue, and that the 
accumulated advanoea of intereat on land 
prior to I8U4 have been charged against sur- 
plus earnings. This haa been done because 
the return of thoaa several amounts to your 
treasury cannot be expected until after a 
revival in bnsineaa shall enable the railways 
named to diaoharge their obliga- 
tions to your company, and as 
regarding the land bonda intereat, until a 
return of agrionltural prosperity enables the 
company to realize from ita land aaaeta. 
Wo hope that we will not have long to wait, 
but meantime it is no doubt beat to keep bo 
foro ua tho worat, aapect of our position, by 
writing out of the surplus all tho itoma 
which at tho moment appear to bo of a re- 
mote or doubtful charaottr. 

It ia evident that, in the minds of some, 
our aiirplus aa reported haa been mistaken 
for a cash reserve, aud it may be proper to 
explain thit eurpluo oarninga aa shown in 
the balance aheoc have represented accumu 
Ittted bilanoea of net oarninga, after paying 
fixed chargta and dividends. Part of ihia 
aur])luu haa gone, aa ahown from year to 
year, towarila making up dtfioita on interest 
on land bonds, which have not been treated 
as fixed charges for the roaaon<i stilted in tho 
present report and iu that for j Tho 
remainder of tho Burplus, except; tho special 
reserve in 189.'! of f-l.OUU.OOU, concerning 
which the report contains full explanation, 
haa praotlc-illy constituted tho company's 
current working capital. It haa aomotimea 
been repreaented ahnoet wholly by cath in 
tho bank, at other times it bua been more or 
less in use in various transaction? of the 
company. Sometimea it has in part been 
used for new norkx or properties, in advance 
of the sale of new securities applickbie to 
them ; at other times in part loaned on 
aaouritiea otherwhe invested. Thn re- 
mainder of the surplua, after writing cll tho 
Important items tnentioned in the report, ia 
largely exceoded by the Soatint; asset} of 
the company, aa shown in the balance sheet. 

1 may say for the information of the 
stookholderH t hat after the paymt-nt of all 
intercota, rtntil and other mandatory 
charges duo up to this time, and the puy- 
monb of dividends on preforonoo atock ou 
the lat o' April, wo have cash in tho bank 
of $;), l|i;i, (101), ancl aa stated in the report 
tho conip.ujy ia entirely free from tl > iting 
dolit of any kind, aaidi' from tiu! current 
monthly p.iyioer.tH liiui accouutn, which are 
prictically cet til by tho atation hidiiuota 
and current aceiam ts receivable fn refer- 
ence to the Minneapolis, Ht. Paul Siiult 
Sto. Mario and lJuliitb, South .Shore and 
Atlantic railiv iya, 1 would liku bo pnini out 
that your company haa been inter-jsted in 
tbchu propertioa f-)r about seven yeara, and 
hill been riapotiRihlo aa guarantee for inter- 
oat for thu past live yoara ; and although wo 
have had occaaion aeveral timoa to raise 
temporary ailvancea for various purpimcH, in 
the common interoata, it cin bo atated that

probability oif. 4 similar combination of cir- 
cumetanccB, to that tvbiob produced it, is 
extremely remote. 

Reference has recently been made in some 
of the finanoial joarnala abroad to what it- 
called " inside celling " of the ootnpany't 
ahares, proeumably selling by tho dircolora 
01 otfjefa prominently oonnected with the 

company an * » P«'"'nS f?™'"" 
n-llh its affairs. A list of the ShuruholdorR 
now on the table will show that) the trillina 
changes in the holdings do not wurrant any 
such statement. I may take occaeiou to say 
iu this connection that while in the hiatory 
of ttie company some of the directors have 
inonrred heavy risks, many made perhaps 
uDwsrrantoble aacrlficos in its interest, it 
can safely be affirmed that no one of tht m 
have been enriched to the extent of one 
peony tbrongli any of ita worka ( r opera- 
tions. 

In conclosion, I beg to Bay that we have 
been perhaps over aanguine in the past, and 
although the outcome haa nearly always 
justified the expeotiktiona of your directors. 
It! ia only aince we have been reached by the 
extraordinary oommeroial storms of the paat 
eighteen months, that we have fallen ma- 
terially short of our anticipations, and the 
conditions which prevailed during that 
period were quite beyond the limit ot human 
foresight, and while we have anffsred in 
Oiinmonwith onr neighboring competitors, 
wo may bo pardoned if we take comfort 
from the fact that our loss of earnings haa 
boon small as compared with moat: other 
linea of similar mileage. Directors and 
I llijialahavo undiminiahed confidonco in the 
auccosaful future of your railway and be- 
lieve that tho diiii - tilt id 1 hrough which we 
are piSsing, will not only have taught ua 
aoino useful lessons, but will prove the 
strength rather than the weakness of tho 
company. 

The aunuul report aubmlttcd ia ur.ucually 
full and contiiina detailed explanations of 
tho biilanco hhoot itema and everything re 
laiing to tho financial poaitiun of tho com 
pany. Tim report aaya the continuod do 
oliuo in tho p.'ico of wheat, refculting in tho 
scarcity uf money among lurmora, caused 
contraction of tradu of tho manufacturers of 
Canada, which, combined with the extraor- 
dinary commercial dcproasion of tho United 
States, and produced uu average state of 
b flairs, which the direotors hardly thought 
poaaible a year ago, resulting in a loss of 
oarnlDga much greater than oould be met by 
the reduction of expenses. The company 
auatuined an additional heavy loos by the 
tiiodo in British Columbia, interrupting 
thtir tratiic to the Pacific coaat for forty- 
onu days. Tho year's resulta suffered con- 
sii(uontly to tho extent of $550,000 in the 
loss of earnings and the extra expenses and 
ojs: of repairing the damage. 

The Pacific ateamahipa ahow increased 
profita of $80,000, but the profita of the othtr 
aiijuaota of the service were alt reduced. 
The land and towsalte salea nearly ceased 
owing to the depressed conditions, and all 
the land bond interest bad to be paid from 
current funds. The intereat on the land 
bonds had not been treated as fixed chi;r?'>i> 
for the reaaona stated in the annual repoi i f 
IS88. The company has, exclusive of he 
lands covered by its land bonds, two am: a 
half n.illion acres on tlia branch line, whiL,h 
landa are unenoumbered, and all townaitts 
and SSUU.UUI) of deferred payment on land 
and townaito aaloa ia applicable. Thta inter- 
cat, which in ordinary timea ahould be aufii- 
oient, but not being roaliz.ablo at tho present, 
on account of tho conditions of tho laat 
yoara, the land bond intereat ia now charged 
againat rovonuo, and accumulated advances 
of interest charged againat l.anda prior to 
tho laat year are written off againat tho 
aurplua eEirniuge. 

Tho odvarcra mada to tho Duluth com- 
par y toward the interest charges wim f-loG,- 
000 and S'2.SG,O0O for other purposes. Tho 
advances made to the Minneapolis cimpany 
wi re S()!I4,1)()U towards intereat and $-iti7,UO0 
for other purposoa. These advanoea on in- 
terest guarantoea, although expected to bo 
recovered, are written tIT againat last year's 
revenue and like tho land bond interest the 
company's obligations respecting these lines 
will he treated aa fixed charges. The Minne- 
apoiia company waa able, without aaaiatanoe, 
to meet its last half year's interest, falling 
duo on the first of January, and the Duluth 
company nearly ao, but the former will re- 
quire some further aaslatance during the 
brst half of the present year. Notwith- 
standing tho temporary paralysia of trade 
severely ttrecting these lines, the directors 
repeat the opinion concorning tho wisdom of 
s -cutiog them and express the belief that 
thu causes of the had results last year, arc 
t>o exceptional to bo taken aa afFeo'lng the 
value of either the C. P. H. or cubsidiary 
linea. The udvaiicea made to the Duluth, 
South Shore company early in 1^;);! and he

Our neighbors across the lino seom to 
think that no nutlocal right can bo aescrtod 
or no dispute settled without fuss and ex- 
oitemenb and any amount of yelling and 
howlinf;. We on this side of the line have 
been very quietly talking about tho bound- 
ary line botwaen British Columbia and Al- 
aska. We have hinted that what ia now 
looked upon as tho lino Oiinnot bo tho right 
one principally bpcauae in a very important 
partioular it does not a(|ree with the line oi 
demarcation as set forth In the tre^^ty be- 
tween Great Britain and Rusaia, mado and 
entered into in the year IS'2,5. We have 
pointed out the diacropancy and nothing 
more. 

Our neighbors in Seattle eeeioc; what haa 
been written, have worlted themselves up 
into a very exoited state of mind. Tha 

Chamber of Commerce of that city hold a 
meeting apeciully to discuss tho British 
claims, and tho account of its proceedings 
in tho Poat-Iotolligoncor ia ornamontod with 
an exceedingly sensational heading. 
" Alaska is in danger " is the first note of 
alarm. Then the journalist goes for thia 
quiet and inofifansive Province. " British 
Columbia reaches out it's greedy hand," he 
exclaims in oonaplouaua type. In tho noxt 
line ho adopts the judicial atylo, and aolomnly 
deolarca that " UugUnd'd claim ia not 
valid." He then winds up by informing a 
wondering world that " Seattle Chamber of 
Commerce takes up the fight in oarneat." 
(The apecches of tho members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the report of the Com- 
mittee are baolied up by a patriotic leading 
article. 

Ibe whole matter as it is seen in the I'. 
I, has a formidable appearance, and we (eol 
a good deal of trepidation &» we begin to 
write about lb lest some rash expression or 
some strong etatoment on our part may ex- 
asperate our excited and indignant neigh- 
bors and cause an invasion of Hritiah 
Columbia, But we promise to be as mild as 
milk and as inoffensive as we possibly oan 
be — under the circumatancos. British Co- 
lumbia is not at tho present moment In a 
position to resist iuvaaion. 

Wo observe thit our conloiriporary in dis- 
ousaing the boundary ia careful not to quote 
the text of the treaty of 1825, which is, as 
far as metes and bounds go, part of the titlo 
of tho United Stales to the torritory of 
Alaska. Thia is a very aignilioant ouiission. 
Wo are not afraid to cuiote Iho part of it 
that relaloa to tho aubjoct under dlacuBsion. 
Article III of the treaty begins ; 

" La iigne de demarcatiou antre lea pos- 
sessions del Hautes Parties concraotanbea, 
aur la cote da continent et leg ilea de I'Am 
orl(|ua Nord-Ouest sera trace ainsi qui'll 
suit : 

" A' purti du point jlo plus meridional 
de I'llo dite I'l-im-t of Wales lecjuel point so 
trouve sous la paraliele du 54 me degre, 
40 minutes de latltute nord, et sntre le l.'il 
me et le 133 me degre de longitude ouest 
(merldien de Greenwich); la dite Iigne ro- 
montera an nord le loDfj de la passo dite 
Portland Channel jua (|U au point do la 
torro formo ou' olio attoint lo fili mo ciegre de 
latitude nord." 

We have, in order to bo exact, tran- 
scribed the passage in the original language 
of the treaty. From this It is seen that the 
boundary commences from tho moat south- 
orn point of Prince of Wales Island, and 
then runs north until it reaches a point on 
tho mainland in tho r>(ith dcgroo of norlli lati- 
tude. Now, if the editor of tho P.-I., or 
any member of the Seattle Chamber of 
Commerce, looks at a map drawn by Van- 
couver or anyone olao, and starting north 
from tho moat aouthern point of IVinco of 
Wales Island, and keeping on in that diroc 
tion until lie roaches tho oGth parallel 
of latitude ho will certainly trace 
along a channel, but he will not 
go within a great many miles of what is now 
oalled " Portland Canal," or tho lino which 
our good neighbora contend is tho true 
boundary line. There Is nothing easier than 



to give a name to a ofaannel, or |to mistake 
one channel for another, bub the points of 
the compass have always the same name 
and are always in the same direction. Let 
the indignant members of tho Seattle Cham- 
ber of Commerce, separately or all at once, 
asaiat^d by the editor of the Post- 
lotelligenoer and its sensational reporter, 
with all the prinoipals of all tho schools in 
tho city to guide them, try to roach Port 
land Canal from Capo Chacon by going 
North, and if tbey succeed we will, greedy 
as wa are, never say another word about the 
Alaska boundary question. 



A SUIiE SIQN. 



When the Times becomes more than 
nsually offensive and Bourrilous, it ia safe to 
oonolnde that it is badly beaten.

A SENSATION. 



It appears that the rumor of Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tuppor'a resignation created quite 
un exoitemont in tho East. The Opposition 
seem to have boliovod that it was a sure in- 
dication that tho (iovernniont waa on the 
point of breaking up, and its supporters re 
garded it as a very bad sign. 

It was known that the Minister of Justice 
did nob disagree with his colleagues on any 
question of principle. Ho was at one with 
them on the question of protection, and in 
the matter of tho Mauitob'i echoola he had 
taken a loading part in carrying ib to the 
point at which it had arrived. It was ho, 
it was said, who drew up the report of the 
Committee of tho Privy Council, and the 
order for remedial legislation was his bandi 
work, 80 whatever tho diiiioulty was it 
must have been on some minor point. 

Tho rumor was that the Minister of 
Justice disagreed with hia oolleagnes as to 
whether there should be another session be- 
fore tho dissolution. He, it Is said, favored 
an immediate dlsaolution. Then there was 
aonio talk of trouble relative to tho leader- 
ship in the House of Commons. Thoso, 
however, who knew how loyal a party man 
Sir Hibbert is, did nob believe that he would 
do anything to embarrass the party from 
any consideration that waa merely personal, 
and events have proved that they were 
right. 

Tho Minister of Justice, on reflection, 
evidently oame to the conclusion that since 
he honestly approved of the general policy 
of the Government it would be inconsistent 
in him to leave it because he disagreed with 
the majority of its members on less impor- 
tant matters. Tho appearances are that he 
acted in tho late crisis as ho advised tho 
Couservativea of Victoria to act at the gen- 
eral election. As he agreed with his col- 
leagues on all the most important matters 
ho could not withdrow his support from 
them because tbey did not see eye to eye 
with him on aubjecta in which the prin- 
ciples on which the Government's polioy 
ia based were not involved. His giving 
way on these subjeots will, we believe, 
meet the approval of the great body of the 
Conservative party both in and out of Par- 
liament. 



A RADICAL OHANOa. 

A resolution affirming the principle of the 
])tyn}ent of m«mbers passed the British 
Houao of Commons. Thia ia a sign of tho 
timoa. Paymoiilof m jiiibora was ])iirt of the 
Chartist programme, which at tho time was 
considered too radioal and too repnblioau for 
any loyal EogUshman to support. Bat now 
no ono Boenia to be at all surprised to lind 
that a majority of tho House of Conimona is 
in favor of the principle. Tho queation to- 
day is, whon -.vill it Iji; practicable to unibody 
the principle in au act of Parliamunt. Sir 
William Haroourt promised that suoh a 
measure would be introduced as soon as it 
became practicable. 

It may be taken for granted liiat tho time 
ia not far distant when niombera of tho Im- 
perial Parliament will be paid just aa mom- 
bora of Colonial Parliaments and of the 
United States Congress now are. It 
is nob likely that the change will affect 
Parliament very nmt-3rially, Tho people 
will then, an tlioy do now, elect tho men 
whom thoy like beat. Members being re- 
quired lo Borvo their country without pay 
have not kept poor men out of Parliament, 
and the experience of the United States and 
the Colonies has proved that the payment of 
members does nob crowd rich men oub of re- 
presentative bodios. The complaint is that 
money has too much inlluenuo In constitu- 
oncica, and mnn am olccted aiinply because 
thoy aro rich. In fact, tho posaeasion of a 
" bar'l " appears to be the only quaiifioa- 
tion that some men have for seeking legis- 
lalivo honors, and In too many oaaea it is, on 
this continent, conaidorod (juile auUjoienl. 
It will, no doubt, bo tho (lamo in (Jreat 
Britain when members are paid. 

There are many wealthy mon in Kngland 
who consider that the social advantages 
which a seat in Parliament carries with it 
aro inducement enough to enter upon a par- 
liamentary career. This vill continue to 
be the case after the members are paid. 



Others will find, as many in America have 

found, that notwithstanding the indemnity 
and perquisites politics do nob pay. Most 
ofthoaowhogo Inio parliament poor men 
are quite aa poor at tho end of four, sight 
or twelve years' service as when they enter- 
ed upon a political career ; and tbey also 
find that the excitement and the diatrao- 
tiona of politics have unfitted them 
for aerioua, steady businoaa Ib may happen 
that in Kogland for a few years after pay- 
ment of members has become law there will 
be too many candidates for legislative 
honors. Bat a oure will soon be found for 
thia evil. Party organizations will regulate 
tho nomination of candidates, and in con- 
ventiona and oaucusoa In the most demo- 
cratic of countries money and position have 
their Inilueuco— some say a great deal too 
much iniluonoo. 

Thoae, therefore, who fear that Parlia. 
menb will degenerate after its members are 
paid, will, wo venture to predict, find them- 
selves mistaken. Under tho now system an 
able man who Is ambitious to servo bis 
country and to compete for the prizes which 
CovernmentB have to bestow on those who 
serve them faithfully, whether be la rich or 
poor, will find it quite as easy — and do 
easier — to get Into parliament as men of his 
class and his endowments do now. 



AN AFFLIOTED RKQION. 

The condition of Nebraska and parts of 
other states that aro sufFering from the 
effects of a suooession of dry seasons, has not 
boon exaggerated. This is what the Port- 
land Oregonian aays about the extent of tho 
slllicted region, and of a cauao that greatly 
oontributea to aggravate ita distress : 

Tho region alriokon by tho drouth ie 
moneyloBs. This is not Nebraska alone, but 
a tract (iOU miles ecjuure, reaching well into 
Western Iowa, S<iuth Dakota and half way 
across Kansas. This is tho tract redeemed 
from the grout American desert of pionei v 
tradition by energy cf settlement, but it 
has romnined next door to a deaort indue- 
trially as well as geographically, in that it 
has remained dependent upon a single in- 
dustry. Cereal produotion alone enabled 
this region to sastain life and to support the 
complex social structure of trade and tran- 
sportation, urban industry and banking. 
Cities and mercantile agencies, wholesale 
and retail, banks and railroads, grain mills, 
stock yards and packing houaos, all rusted 
upon tho single prop of wheatgrowing for 
export and milliog .and oorngrowing ior 
feeding lo cattle and hogs, Destrnotion of 
this oiio prop of the sooiat organlz9ktIon by 
oxtromo and long continued drontb brings 
tho whole structure tumbling into ruins and 
roduces a onco productive region to a state 
as unfit to sustain life or to support the 
fabric of Bocinty as that of the sagebrush 
desert to tho West.

her manufaoturora, as tho atart they had got 
practically gavo thorn control of their own 
markets while having to got broadstufia 
from abroad to feed her workmen England 
took off tho dutioa so that ahe could manu- 
facture oheoper by getting tho food In free. 
With now countriea it is dliferont, for they 
have to develop their resources In tho 
face of groat compebition, and consequently 
the instinct of self protootion is exercised. 

Before tho close of the meeting Col. Prior, 
M.P.,oneof the standard bearora of tho 
Liberal ('onservativoa of Victoria, made a 
few romarkaat tho request of the Club. He 
repeated what he had belorotold them, that 
it ia in the power of the young 
men to exercise a most important 
influenoe in the coming elections.

aalmon. Tlnree yeaia ago he atartod a pri- 
vate hatchery ot his o«vd, and under euch 
couditiooa trhat he imiKbt ko able to ooilect 
reliable data. 

In the first place, Mr. Calbr«ath ohoao aa 
a site for his hatobory an island some forty 
miles from WraoKel, in Aiaeka, where the 
■mail atrearoa were Icnown to the Indiana as 
" oaltas," only a few ' fiah, but «nou|>h for 
the putpoees of gathering spawn, lrc(]uont- 
Ing them. There were plenty of email lakoa 
at hand for use aa nnrseriea for tho young 
fish and means were taken to prevent them 
being deatroyed'ljy their natural enoiiiiGs, 
tho troat. This was acoompliahed by put 
ting In a dam acroaa tho main atroatu bolnw 
the lakes, ao thutno fiah could enter tho Uke 
from balow. Thim a trap war put in 
bolow tho dam tci calch all fiah coming up 
stream. From thia trap tho aalmon are 
dipped out and placed iu tho loUoa above, 
while tho trout and other eneiiiiua of tho 
aalmon ycuoguro kept out. ConHcquoiitly 
tho aalmon have tho lakea all to theniaelvea. 

Tho aalmon from tho lakea mako ihuir 
way np little atreums above nod are caufjht 
in traps, tho egga bolng oolloctod in tho 
usual way and plaood in the hatokory. One 
very important point settled by Mr. Cal- 
breath's obaorvations is that tho maloa that 
are stripped of their milt and tho females 
after spawning never return to salt water, 
but after performing their natural functions 
die. On tho other hand it has 
been aacortnined that tho males that are not 
allowed above the trapa in tho email streams, 
and therefore can find no shallow places or 
Ggga to discharge their milt, do ruturn to 
salt water. It has been found that tho 
number of mules coming up from the aea 
considerably outnumber tho femalee, there- 
fore only a certain number of malea are re 
quired (or fertilizing the ova. Tho otripped 
tish have tho aame opportunity to return to 
ealt) water if they want to as the fiah in the 
larger lakes, for though the dams are made 
to prevent fiah coming up from belotv, there 
la nothing to deter the salmon from going 
down stream. This does not apply to steel- 
heads, as they have been noticed to return 
to salt water after the spawning. The steel- 
head, however, Mr. Calbreath points ont ia 
not a salmon at all, for experts have deoided 
that be belonga to the trout family. 

Every fiih that la pasaed ab ive the dam 
into the labes ia coonied and ita sex ob 
served, ao that exact fignrea can be kept of 
the nambera. From the hatcbery this year 
abont .3.000.000 ova will be hatched and 
placed in the lakes to grow. The first sea- 
son only about 700,000 were hatched. The 
young fiah remain in the lakes till about 18 
months old beforo goiug down to the seu. 

Next year being tho fourth season since 
the hatchery operations were atartod, Mr 
Colbreath expects by then to havo found 
out by actual experience how much benefit 
a hatchery can bo in increasing tho lun of 
ealnioa. It is generally conceded that on 
the fourth year the aalmon return to tht- 
atroama in which they were hatched, to 
spawn. Consequently from tho data ae 
cured during tHo past seasons, Mr. Cal 
breath will bo able to throw more light 
npon the subject than over before has beoo 
aecared.

The basis of tho action waE 
a prayer offend by tho defendant beforo his 
congregation in the First Methodist lOpii. 
oopal ohnroh, in which ho aaid : " Oh, Lord, 
vouchsafe 'I'hy saving grace to the librarian 
of liio Liw Augeiua oi'y library, uud cluiinac 
her of all sm, and make her a woman worthy 
of her olfioe. " 

Tho Kev. Dr. (Campbell in liia demurrer 
took tho position that his ali.. uiueiio wuh 
privileged. The court says that a ahwulL'r 
C'iu bo porpntrated in the form of u pruycr 
aa readily aa in any other form of opeech, 
and no cottimuoicaiion rimdo by paraiHi or 
pricac to hia congregation ia privileged be- 
cause of euch relation, unleaa, perhajja, when 
made in the diachurgo of hia pastoral ilutii-a 
with one eubjeot to the discipline cf the 
church, and then only if made without 
malice.

SUICIDE'S IN8UEANGE. 

A PennBylvania Court Considering the Effect 
of an Asreement Bearing Upon It. 

Pim.,VDELPHlA, April 3— Bsforo Judge 
Butler, in the United States court to-day, 
further testimony waa hoard for the defence 
In tho anit of A. Howard RItter, executor of 
the eatato of Wm. M. Ruok. who commit- 
ted suicide in October, 1892. It waa 
brought to recover §75,000 insurance from 
the Mutual Inauranoe Co., of New York. 
Effingham Perot, treasurer of 'he City Mia- 
sion, teatified to Runk'a embezzloraont of 
fHO.OUO of tho funds of the Mission. There 
WIS an interesting argument between counsel 
o'jor the question whether the application 
under which tho insurance policioa wore 
issued should bo put In ovidtnoo, with an 
agreement made by Runk us a part of it. 
This agreement ia a vital part of the oaso. 
It waa to the effect that Ruuk should not 
die by hia own hand, sane or Insane, within 
two years from the timo of applying fcr the 
inauranco. He, howavor, killed hcmsolf 
within oino months. Harold Pierce, an in- 
■uranco agent, was called aa a witneaa for 
the plaintiff to show that the incuranco 
company bad eolicitod Runk'a inaurance, 
and that it waa not obtained through trick- 
ery by Runk. This ia in the lino of prov- 
ing that Rank had no fraudulent intent at 
the time of increBeing his insurance, and 
that the thought of committing suicide came 
later when he was badly involved and 
demoralized.

Wolves, Panthers and Bean Sensitive 
About Fnr Overcoats — An Asod SiUUvan 
County Hunter Tells Some Eziierlences 
IIIoBtnitlnK This Queer Fact. 

"A bear or a pautlior tau't stand tlio 
liglit of a wolfskin or a cooiiskin over- 
fdat, '' said an aKud Inmtor of Snllfvan 
fniiiity, "and botJi alsodisliko tho looks 
of au ovcri'oaC niado of buffalo skm. 
They become onraKod when thoy see a 
hnnter stridiug tluough the Woods with 
a fnr coat on. They will start for hliu 
the instant they got sight of him, and 
nnli'ss 1k) stops tlioniwith a riflo ball or 
a cliarLiu of liuckshoc thoy will invaria- 
bly tackle him. A wolf or ovmi a pack 
of them will always turn tail and run 
away from a hniitor that woars a wolf- 
pkin criat, bat tlii'y will chasn a man 
whn Wears a coat nf any other kinii of 
fur and will attack him if they yut a 
chance. lu tho winters oorly in the for- 
ties I hnnted panthers, wolves and bears, 
killing a deer oiieo in .iwhile for a 
change. Win n the weather was bitter 
cold, 1 woru a ooonskin ovorcoat until a 
panther rninod it, and licro is what is 
left of it. 

"I killed an oven dozen of panthers 
and a seen) of Wolves while wearing 
that eiiat. It was in ■Tanuurj-, 
that I hail to stop wearing it. (.)iio very 
cold morning 1 put on my sno\vsh()es 
and started for tho head of Kitchen's 
creek to hunt panthers and wolres. The 
snow was three foet deep in tho woods, 
and the wolves and patithers wero 
slaughtering tho doer at a frightful rato. 
In a spruce ravino to tho right of tho 
creek I saw a movement in an ovor- 
groon tree and raised my riflo for what 
I tliouLilit might be a panthe.r. 

"I hiuln't lieen st Hiding a minuto 
when 1 lieard a iwig snap baek of mo, 
antl before J could I urn half way round 
something struck my hack and <Uovi) mo 
forward on my Iiands and kni>es. Of 
oourso I instantly realized that a panther 
had landed on my back. It stack its 
(daws into my shuuldors and began to 
kick Willi its hind foot, .snarling and 
tuaring at tho coonskin with its teeth. 
I knew in a second that the only thing 
for mo to do was to throw myself back- 
ward, anil this I did at once, burying 
the panther in the snow beneath mo. 
Tho panther tlien started to scream, but 
the snow and my weight kept it from 
making much noise. It continued to 
(daw great rents in tho cnonskin coat 
until ] st.ablied it threo times in tho 
side, when it stopped kicking and began 
to gasp.

"Tho samo winter I surprised a pack 
of wolves that h.ad cornered thrno door 
iti a pen up in the ^lelioopany couutrj'. 
1 had (in a wi dfskin coat, and tho wolves 
legged it. out of the pen tho moment they 
got sight of me. 1 pulh'd off tho coat 
and put it behind a troo, and tho wolves, 
when they stopped to look back, acted 
a.i if thoy had boon snared by a false 
alarm. When they saw that tho over- 
coat wasn't 'c sight, thuy didn't care 
any more for mo than for a sapling. 
They immediately returned to tho fleer 
pen as bold as you please, and I shot thn 
whole five as fast as I could load and 
lire. 

"OiH' Winter .Tool Wright, who used, 
to hunt and trap all the way from the 
L(jyalsook to tht! Mohoopany, rolled up 

bis ciHin.-kin nvercoat and jdaceil it on 
a lef,' i.'i the Wdods till ho could go over 
a knell and hmk at ono of his traps. 
When he got i'l the toj) of tho knell on 
his w.ay baek, he heard a bear bdlow- 
iiig down in tlm hollow, as if it was 
challenging another bear t i liL:ht with 
him. In minute .Toid caught .~ighl of 
the leii.-y b"ar, but eoiddn't make out 
wliere tho otiier ono was. Tho clialhin- 
ger was ildueliing toward tho log on 
which tho coonskin overcoat lay in a 
bunch, and .locd m.ide up his mind that 
the be:ir had get .-ei nt nf the cuat and 
was alio..

"Jiiel h.-id a bi tter fur Cotvl at home, 
nnd ho didn't care much what tho bear 
did wit!) Mio ono on tho log. Anyhow 
he was foing te watch the bear, and, if 
ho gel the li. tterof tliei'oat, all right. 
Ho conld .see that the fellow was aligry 
before ho got within ten rods of tlio log. 
Rushing up to tho log, the boar seized 
the overeoat m his jiaws and began to 
.■.quei ze and shake it as if it was a thing 
of life that lie held an idd gru'lge against. 
Joel tramjied down tho knoll then to see 
all the fun at sluirt range, and pretty 
noon tho Lioar gave tho coat a dreadful 
Img, let out a yell, fi ll ovor backward 
and went to spraw ling and rolling in 
tho snow. Jcel knew what tho trouble 
was, but ho didn't say a word. 'J'he 
buar'd had his own way, and lio was tis 
(load as a flint when .Tool got to him. 
' .loers hunting kuifo was in a pocket of 
the overcoat, and tlie point of it Imd 
piereed tho hoart of the aiigi-y animal 
whun ho hugged tho coat to liis breast 
in a fit of rage. "♦— Scranton Letter in 
Now York Sun.

In Howorth's book, ontitlod "Tho 
Mammoth ;ind tho I'dood, " tho author 
advances :i unicjuo tlioory with regard 
to thorumains nf tlio mammoth, or hairy 
(dophant, whi(di is found in such iin- 
mtuiso nuuibor.s in .Siboria. Tlu sii croa- 
tures wore so plentiful at oito timo iu 
that country that ivory hunter.s found it 
uioro profitable to go there in search of 
that valuable article than to South Af- 
rica, whore elephants are supposed co be 
as numerous ns boodlers in Kew York 
city. Howorth says that thoy are inva- 
riably found under conditions which 
luako it fortain that thoy could not have 
lived unless tho surroundingt? and cli- 
inato had been entirely different from 
tlioso existing at present. The remains 
nf plants upon which tliny fed and tho 
hiiutliern conteniliorary shells which an) 
also fre(iunntly found with tho roniains 
point to a sudden and wonderful chtiuso 
of (diinatio conditions. 

If Professor Howorth's argument is 
to bo given any weight, the Siberian 
platoau is one of the most rooont fea- 
tures in tho known physical geofjraphy 
of tho world. He figuro.s that thu pla- 
teau was suddenly raised to its present 
height, and that, prior to its sudden ele- 
vation, it was a warm stretch of low- 
laud furnishiiiK pasturage to thousands 
of niaminoth brutes. The rapid oluva- 
tion, accordiiifi to his deductions, sud- 
denly couf'caled the wiiters and froze 
the (jigantio animal bodies through and 
through, thus preserving them intact 
until the present day. Ho says that un- 
less those animals had boon frozen ini- 
niediately after di^alli theywoidd cer- 
tainly have decayed and d isapj)eared. 

In some places, far to tho east in Si- 
beria, as well as in the monutainons 
regions of Alaska on our continent, tho 
reniaiiiij of tho inainniof h iuid other ^-rear 
o.xtinct animals have liecin fomid at a 
liciglit of 17,(100 foet abovo soa level. 
Howorth and Falcony botli declare thi.'j 
to be incompatible with their mode of 
life. — St. Louis Kopublic.

A Noted Engl lull Precedent Whioli Stampn 
Tlieiii an Inviolable. 

"Tho matter of eontidencos between 
counsel tind (dient is ono of groat inter- 
est and importance, " said i\ well known 
jurist and ok -judge tho other day. 

"As to the duty of a lawyer on the 
trial of a case where ho has boon in- 
formed liy Ills client that; ho is guilty, 
tho best and most controlling example 
is that of Charles Juines Phillips, the 
eminent British barrister who in many 
directions was rtited in his timo as sec- 
ond only to Lord I'^rskino. 

"Ho was defending Courvoisior, who 
was indicted for the murder of Lord 
KusscU. During the trial, on thooxam- 
inatioii of a \ttvy important witness for 
tho people, the accused was much over- 
come, and in tho intensity of his emo- 
tion communicatod either to Mr. Phil- 
lips or to his solicitor tha fact that bo 
was guilty of the orime. 

".Mr. Phillips immediately askod for 
an tidjinirnmont of the case and for a 
consultation with tho judges. Tho oou- 
fiultation was granted, and Mr. Phillips 
stated to the bench that the accused had 
ooufessed his guilt and requested the 
judges to point out to him his path of 
duty. The judges, after doliboration, 
stated that ho would havo a perfect 
right to make such legal and logical de- 
ductions from tho evidence as he 
thought tended to tho exculpation of tho 
accused, but it would be unprofessional 
to sttito to thu jury any personal belief 
of his iniioeonee. 

"In his tirgunieiit t-o tho jury Mr. 
Phillips, carried away by his emotions 
and imagination, did state to tho jury 
his own personal belief in the innooonoe 
of his client, and this statement of hia 
ocoasioiiod much criticism afterward." 
— New York Herald.
